The Kennyt Sollers Shooting. 
Ed Whitmoro, who was shot by 
Lou 
Kennyt 
in 
his 
battle 
with 
Constable 
Sollers, the particulars 
of which 
were given 
in tho Era 
last week, passed to his long rest 
Saturday 
last, and thus thocaiccr 
of a hard 
working, 
honest 
man 
has 
been 
cut short, 
and a dark 
shadow cast over the lil'o of Lou 
Kennyt. 
A 
coroner's 
jury 
was 
empaneled by Justice Roylo, which 
brought in 
a verdict 
to the effect 
that 
Whitmoro met his death by 
a bullet 
fired from a pistol in the 
hands 
of 
Lou 
Kennyt 
While 
realizing that death was inevitable, 
Whitmoro made a written 
state- 
ment that the first 
shot 
in the 
battle was fired by Kennj't, which 
struck 
him 
(Whitmoro) 
in the 
right lung. 
This 
document 
was 
witnessed 
by several reliable 
citi-en- s 


On Monday afternoon Constable 
Sollers, who 
was 
under 
arrest 
since the 
trouble 
occurred 
was 
given a preliminary bcaiing before 
Justice 13oyle, at which time six or 
eight witnesses were examined, all 
of whom testified substantially 
to 
tho facts as eiven in the 
Era 
last 
week. 
"When 
tho witnesses had 
all given in their testimony 
there 
was no possibility of a doubt that 
Kennyt 
fired 
tho first shot, and 
that it was tho bullet from his gun 
that ended the 
life 
of Ed 
Whit-mor- 
e. 
Some of the witnesses were 
satified that Kennyt fired the 
fir I 
two shots, and all testified 
that ho 
fired tho first shot. 
There was 
al- 
so 
some 
other 
evidence 
which 
showed that Keniiyt had previous- 
ly threatened the lifb 
of tho 
eon-stabl- 
e 
After hearing the evidence 
tho Justice discharged iJr. Sollers, 
stating that theie could bi no ques-
